Edmonton man 
donates kidney 
to B.C. stranger 


Facebook appeal. Darin 
Grundberg was inspired 
by man’s passion for life

What started as a Facebook post 
from a sick B.C. individual led 
to a kidney donation, thanks to 
an Edmonton man. 

Darin Grundberg became 
an organ donor after hearing 
about Kevin Campbell’s online 
struggle to find a donor for 
his failing kidney as a result of 
Berger’s disease. 

“I thought if I was in his pos¬ 
ition, it would be kind of nice if 
someone could step up for me,” 
said the Edmontonian. 

Hearing about Campbell’s 
potential 12-year wait for a 


healthy organ through ex¬ 
tended family, Grundberg went 
to Campbell’s Facebook page, 
originally called “Kevin Needs 
a Kidney,” and admired his pas¬ 
sion for life. 

Soon after, on Nov. 4, the 
Edmonton city worker was 
wheeled into the Vancouver 
operating room to help out this 
stranger. 

“I had a life-changing ex¬ 
perience 10 and a half years ago 
when my life took a downturn. 
I needed help and people were 
there for me. That changed my 
life for me. Since then, I have 
tried to live a little better, have 
tried to give back, but this is the 
single most impact I could ever 
have on one person’s life.” 

The successful transplant 
makes Campbell only the 
second person in B.C. to find an 
organ donor via social media. 

Grundberg — who regularly 
donates blood — says he never 


saw the value in organ dona¬ 
tions, but does now. 

“I never was a promoter of 
organ donation, but of course 
going through this and seeing 
how there’s such a need for it,” 
said Grundberg. 

According to the Canadian 
Society of Transplantation’s 
website, “more than 4,000 Can¬ 
adians are waiting for an organ 
transplant to save their lives.” 

On Tuesday, Campbell was 
recovering at St. Paul’s Hospital 
in Vancouver. He’s on a heavy 
regimen of medication to pre¬ 
vent his body from rejecting 
the new kidney, but said his 
“numbers are looking good.” 

The Edmontonian is slowly 
recovering at home, but says it 
was all worth it. 

“For a little bit of inconven¬ 
ience in my life I could radically 
change another person’s life,” 
he said. “And that feeling is 
phenomenal.”

Officer admits he 
mishandled 911 
callfrom woman 
killed by boyfriend 

An RCMP officer admits 
he should have handled 
differently the case of a 
northern Alberta woman 
who called 911 before she 
was stabbed to death by 
her boyfriend. 

Const. Devon Bate¬ 
man told a fatality inquiiy 
Tuesday that mistakes and 
misunderstandings started 
with the operator who took 
an emergency call from 
Brenda Moreside, 44, in 
High Prairie in Februaiy 
2005. 

Court previously heard 
that the operator wrongly 
labelled Moreside’s com¬ 
plaint as vandalism instead 
of domestic violence. 

Bateman said the 
operator failed to pass on 
important information to 
him about the call, includ¬ 
ing that Moreside wanted 
police to huny because her 
drunken boyfriend was 
pushing on a door she was 
holding. Moreside urged 
Bateman to come deal 
with her boyfriend, but the 
officer said he had no au¬ 
thority to remove the man 
from his own house. 

Bateman said Moreside 
responded: “Are you going 
to wait until he kills me 
until you come?” 

He said it was the first 
mention of violence and 
he asked the woman if 
she was concerned for her 
safety. 

She said no. “I just don’t 
want to deal with him. 

Can you come and put him 
in the drunk tank for the 
night?” 

Twelve days later, act¬ 
ing on a tip, police found 
Moreside dead.

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Alberta health officials brace 
for rush of influenza outbreaks 


Illness spike. Lab- 
confirmed cases tripled 
in Calgary last year

New numbers show influenza 
cases jumped by more than 30 
per cent in Alberta last season 
and health officials are now 
keeping a careful watch for out¬ 
breaks and urging residents to 
roll up their sleeves. 

“Influenza is a big deal,” 
said Dr. Martin Lavoie, the sen¬ 
ior provincial medical officer of 
health. “It’s a potentially severe 
respiratoiy infection.” 

A recent Alberta Health 
Services report gives a broad 
picture of the rush of influenza 
outbreaks during the 2012- 
13 season, which was tracked 
from Sept. 30 last year to July 
20 this year. 

Overall, cases diagnosed 
by general practitioners and 
emergency departments shot 
up 34 per cent but actual lab-

confirmed cases doubled when 
compared to the previous sea¬ 
son and were up 3.5 times from 
the 2010-11 season. 

The Calgaiy zone, in particu¬ 
lar, saw lab cases roughly triple 
year-over-year to 766. 

Despite ERs that swelled to 
100-per-cent capacity, AHS still 
classified the last influenza 
season as “moderately severe” 
because it paled in comparison 
to illness rates seen during pan¬ 
demic seasons, like 2009-10. 

Now, Lavoie said officials are 
stuck in a bit of a holding pat¬ 
tern, awaiting an influx of out¬ 
breaks that generally begins in 
mid-December. 

But, he added, now is the 
optimal time for people to visit 
a clinic for a free flu shot.

Province orders cleanup 
of coal slurry spill 


The Alberta government or¬ 
dered the owner of a coal mine 
Tuesday to clean up an estimat¬ 
ed 670 million litres of waste 
water that spilled into tributar¬ 
ies of the Athabasca River. 

The directive was contained 
in an environmental protection 
order to Coal Valley Resources 
and Sherritt International. 

The order comes almost 
three weeks after an earth 
berm broke at the Obed Moun¬ 
tain mine near Hinton, al¬ 
lowing coal waste to spill into 
two creeks that feed the Atha¬ 
basca River. 

Alberta Environment 
spokeswoman Jessica Potter 
said the companies have been 
taking steps to remediate the 
spill. Potter said the environ¬ 
mental protection order for¬ 
malizes the cleanup and gives 
timelines and deadlines. 

“It offers us an opportunity 
to clearly outline expectations,” 
she said. “It’s a tool to ensure 
action is taken.” 

Potter said no decision 
has been made on whether 
environmental charges will

be laid. 

“We are investigating and, 
if we feel environmental laws 
have been broken, it is some¬ 
thing we can consider doing.” 

The spill on Oct. 31 sent 
clay, mud, shale and coal 
particles into Apetowun and 
Plante creeks. An Environ¬ 
ment Canada database says 
the spill contained damaging 
compounds such as arsenic,

Parking ban remains in 
place amid big snowfall 


As the snow keeps falling, the 
city’s seasonal parking ban will 
remain in place. 

The city was hoping to lift 
the ban that first went into 
place Sunday morning on 
Tuesday, but the second dump 
of snow the city received has 
meant the city will have to go 
back to bus routes and arterial 
roads. 

“The additional snowfall 
we received overnight and are 
expecting through the day has 
made it necessaiy for our crews 
to go over those areas again,” 


said Bob Dunford, the city’s dir¬ 
ector of roadway maintenance, 
in a news release. 

Dunford said after the bus 
routes and arterial roads were 
cleared, the city would aim to 
go into residential neighbour¬ 
hoods. He said they greatly ap¬ 
preciated all of the residents 
who had moved their vehicles. 

Mayor Don Iveson com¬ 
mended city crews and said 
he thought they were doing 
a great job under difficult cir¬ 
cumstances. 

“We have had twice as 


much as snow as you normally 
get in November in about four 
days,” he said. 

Currently the city aims to 
clear bus routes and arterials in 
48 hours. Iveson said to bring 
that number down the city 
would have to spend a lot more 
money. 

“In order to get it down to 
something like a 12-hour re¬ 
sponse time, I got some rough 
information this morning, that 
it would be like a doubling of 
the budget.”

City organizations have 
come together to keep 
youth from getting in¬ 
volved with area gangs, as 
announced Tuesday. 

Details of the WrapEd 
strategies are still being 
formed at this time, but of¬

The city is forecasting a 
modest surplus next year, 
and one councillor has 
some early plans for it.

A national public umbilical- 
cord blood bank is one day 
closer to becoming a real¬ 
ity as a partnership between 
Canadian Blood Services 
and the Lois Hole Hospi¬ 
tal for Women (LHHW) was 
announced Tuesday 

One of only four hospitals 
in the countiy and the only one 
in Alberta to serve as a collec¬ 
tion site, LHHW will encourage 
expectant and new mothers to 
donate their baby’s cord blood 
on delivery for use in any pa¬ 
tient in need, usually those 
with leukemia or lymphoma. 

Joanna Pawlyshyn, Oper¬ 
ation Lead at Royal Alexan¬ 
dra Hospital, said with 6,000 
babies delivered here last year, 
she hopes LHHW can be a Can¬

The Mediterranean island of 
Sardinia, prized by the jet-set 
for its white sand beaches and 
ciystal-clear seas, was a flood- 
ravaged mud bath Tuesday 
after a freak torrential rain¬ 
storm killed at least 16 people, 
downed bridges and swept 
away cars. 

the island, which draws roy¬ 
als, entrepreneurs and ordinaiy 
tourists alike during the diy, 
peak summer months, received 
more than 44 centimetres of 
rain in 24 hours Monday — 
half the amount it normally 
receives in a year, officials said. 

Transport was hampered by 
rivers of cocoa-coloured mud 
gushing over roads that forced 
the closure of several major 
thoroughfares, including a tun¬ 


nel into the city of Olbia, ac¬ 
cording to the Anas company 
that runs Italy’s roads and high¬ 
ways. 

Olbia Mayor Gianni Gio- 
vannelli said the city had been 
destroyed by the “apocalyp¬ 
tic” storm, with bridges felled 


and water levels reaching 
three metres in some places. 
He described the ferocity of 
the storm’s rains as a “water 
bomb.” 

Local newspaper L’Unione 
Sarda said a policeman es¬ 
corting an ambulance died 


when the car he was travelling 
in was submerged after a bridge 
collapsed in Dorgali. In hard-hit 
Gallura, three people died after 
their car was swept away in the 
collapse of another bridge, the 
paper said.

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Suicide bomb 
attack kills 
23 in Beirut 



Sectarianism. Tensions

Two suicide bombers deton¬ 
ated explosions outside the 
Iranian Embassy in a mainly 
Shiite district of the Lebanese 
capital on Tuesday, killing 23 
people, including the Iranian 
cultural attache, apparently 
in retaliation for the Lebanese 
group Hezbollah’s support 
of Syrian President Bashar 
Assad. 

The bombings appeared to 
be another strike in an inten¬ 
sifying proxy battle over Syr¬ 
ia’s civil war that is rattling its 
smaller neighbour Lebanon. 
An al-Qaida-linlced Sunni 
extremist group claimed re¬ 
sponsibility for the attack, 
saying more would follow un¬ 
less the Iranian-backed Shiite 
Hezbollah withdraws fighters 
that have helped Assad’s mil- 
itaiy score key victories over 
Syrian rebels. 


The mid-morning blasts hit 
the upscale neighbourhood 
of Janah, a Hezbollah strong¬ 
hold, leaving bodies and pools 
of blood on the glass-strewn 
street amid burning cars. 
More than 140 people were 
wounded, officials said. 

A Lebanese security official 
said the first suicide attacker 
was on a motorcycle that car¬ 
ried two kilograms of explo¬ 
sives. He blew himself up at 
the large black main gate of 
the Iranian mission, damag¬ 
ing the three-storey facility, 
the official said. 

Less than two minutes 
later, a second suicide attack¬ 
er driving a car rigged with 
50 kilograms of explosives 
struck about 10 metres away, 
the official said. He spoke to 
The Associated Press on con¬ 
dition of anonymity in line 
with regulations. 

In recent weeks, Hezbollah 
fighters have backed Assad’s 
troops in a series of victor¬ 
ies over rebels, taking back a 
string of rebel-held towns in 
Syria. Shiite Iran is the main 
Mideast backer of Assad’s gov¬ 
ernment, believed to be pro¬ 
viding it with key financing 
and weapons.

Have you heard the Word? 

The Word of the Year, that is. 

According to the Oxford Dictionaries, the 
2013 Word of the Year is “selfie”: “A photograph 
that one has taken of oneself, typically one taken 
with a smartphone or web cam and uploaded to a 
social media website.” 

Selfie beat out other worthy words, such as 
“binge-watch,” which is the stupefying practice 
of watching entire seasons of TV episodes in a sin¬ 
gle, coma-inducing couch session, and “olin- 
guito,” the cute, little, previously-unlcnown 
mammal found in the mountain forests of Co¬ 
lombia and Ecuador.

I’m obviously in the minority. Oxford picked 
selfie because the frequency of use has increased 
by 17,000 per cent over the same time last year.

world’s conversations while sipping sherry. 

You should know as well that Oxford’s not the only outfit en¬ 
gaging in this Word of the Year racket. In fact, there’s even a Word 
of the Year season. This year’s began on Nov. 5, when the Global 
Language Monitor issued its 10 Top Words, which, oddly enough, 
does not include selfie. The two lists do however share “twerlc- 
ing,” which is defined as: “To dance to popular music in a sexually 
provocative manner involving thrusting hip movements and a 
low, squatting stance.”

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Was Brittany Murphy poisoned? 


When Brittany Murphy passed 
away suddenly in 2009, the 
official cause of death was 
pneumonia and anemia. Most 
people assumed that, in the 
case of a super-skinny, erratic 
starlet, that was a euphemism 
for death by drug abuse. When 
her husband, Simon Monjaclc, 
died just five months later of 
the same cause — pneumonia 
and anemia — that fit neatly in 
with the theoiy. 

However, Murphy’s father, 
Angelo Bertolotti, wasn’t 
satisfied. He recently secured 
the rights to send samples of 
Murphy’s hair and tissue to a 
lab for independent testing. 

The Examiner has the lab 
report, and it tells a shockingly 
different stoiy: 

“Ten of the heavy metals 
evaluated were detected at 
levels higher than the WHO 
(World Health Organization) 
high levels.... If we were to 
eliminate the possibility of 
a simultaneous accidental 
heavy metals exposure to the 
sample donor then the only 
logical explanation would be 
an exposure to these metals 
(toxins) administered by a third 
party perpetrator with likely 
criminal intent.” 

Heavy metals such as 



those found at high levels 
in Murphy’s body are often 
present in rat poison and 
insecticides. They can cause 
all the symptoms that Murphy 
and Monjaclc suffered before 
their deaths. 

It’s hard to remember all 
the way back to 2007 when 
Murphy and Monjaclc were 
married, but the two were 
frequently the target of tabloid 
speculation. Monjaclc had a 
shady, criminal past, and once 
they were hitched, Murphy 
started to act increasingly 


strange and appear increas¬ 
ingly gaunt. Shortly before 
Murphy’s death, Monjaclc 
was rushed to a hospital after 
his plane landed at LAX. TMZ 
reported that Monjaclc was in¬ 
coherent when EMTs boarded 
the plane. An asthma attack 
was blamed for his behaviour. 

To make it even weirder, 
Sharon Murphy, Brittany’s 
mother, continued to live with 
Monjaclc after her daughter’s 
death, even sharing a bed with

Mount Royal 

You can look up and see the towering trees 
of Mount Royal from nearly everywhere in 
Montreal.

You could 
spend hours wandering the twisty, narrow 
walkways. Along the banks of the river at the 
Old Port, watch barges from a tree-lined park. 
A walking tour could include the Notre Dame 
Basilica and Montreal City Hall. 



The collection at the Montreal Museum of 
Fine Arts ranges from the European Renais¬ 
sance, Rembrandt and Monet to Inuit sculp¬ 
ture, Jean-Michel Basquiat and other modem 
works. Admission to the general collection 
and outdoor sculpture garden is free but 
there is a charge for special exhibits.

Louisville. Kentucky 
city is home to a 
burgeoning craft 
distillery scene 


The maker of Evan Williams 
bourbon has uncorked a new 
attraction, opening a craft dis- 
tilleiy just steps from where 
the whiskey pioneer who in¬ 
spired the brand fired up his 
own commercial stills two 
centuries ago. 

The distillery and “bour¬ 
bon experience” — complete 
with tours and tasting rooms 
— is the first of several ven¬ 
tures to bolster tourism and 
bring small-batch bourbon 
production to the heart of 
downtown Louisville, once 
the hub of commerce for Ken¬ 
tucky whiskey makers. 

Today’s powerhouse bour¬ 
bon brands such as Jim Beam, 
Wild Turkey and Maker’s Mark 
are crafted in rural Kentucky 
settings, an hour or less away, 
but the trade is showing signs 
of a comeback in the city. An 
urban bourbon trail features 
27 bars and restaurants, each 
stocked with at least 50 labels, 
and a planned bourbon dis¬ 
trict would tie together the 
city’s bourbon heritage with 
historical markers and land¬ 
marks in the Whiskey Row 
area, where clusters of whis¬ 


key merchants, wholesalers 
and blenders set up shop dec¬ 
ades ago. 

“It’s the place to be,” said 
Joe Magliocco, president 
of Michter’s Distillery LLC, 
which is converting a down¬ 
town building into a craft dis- 
tilleiy. “If you want to be one 
of the best, you’ve got to play 
among the best.” 

Heaven Hill, which makes 
Evan Williams, is at the fore¬ 
front with its new $10.5 mil¬ 
lion attraction — The Evan 
Williams Bourbon Experience. 

It’s located in a renovated 
building and offers tours that 
trace bourbon production 
from frontier days when whis¬ 
key was currency to its con¬ 
temporary revival in bars and 
restaurants across the globe. 
It features a five-story Evan 
Williams bottle replica and of 
course, it has a gift shop, too. 
It opened to the public Nov. 
15. 

Kentucky produces 95 per 
cent of the world’s bourbon, 
and the 4.9 million barrels of 
aging bourbon in this state 
outnumber the population 
here, according to the Ken¬ 
tucky Distillers’ Association. 
As demand worldwide has 
spiked, the state’s bourbon 
production has risen more 
than 120 per cent since 1999 
to more than 1 million barrels 
in 2012. More than 2.5 million 
visitors have toured the major 


distilleries along the Kentucky 
Bourbon Trail in the past five 
years, the group said. Heaven 
Hill’s attraction, located on 
Whiskey Row, will be the 
northern gateway to the trail. 

Despite its bourbon prow¬ 
ess, the Bluegrass state hasn’t 
kept pace with other parts of 
the U.S. in attracting upstart 
craft distillers. 

Kentucky ranks eighth 
nationally in distilled spirits 
permits, said Kentucky Distill¬ 
ers’ Association president Eric 
Gregory, citing federal statis¬ 
tics. California ranks first, fol¬ 
lowed by Washington state. 
New York and Oregon. 

Kentucky’s tax on aging 
whiskey barrels has been an 
obstacle, he said. Still, he’s 
working with 10 craft distill¬ 
ers setting up shop in Ken¬ 
tucky. “The next craft distiller, 
in 20, 30 or 40 years, could be 
the next Maker’s Mark,” Greg¬ 
ory said. 

At The Evan Williams Ex¬ 
perience, the star is Williams 
himself, a Welsh immigrant 
and early commercial dis¬ 
tiller in Kentucky who start¬ 
ed in 1783. During a tour of 
the distilleiy, projections on 
the walls and TVs delve into 
bourbon making and detail 
Williams’ life as a city trust¬ 
ee, wharf master and distiller 
as the aroma of fermenting 
whiskey and aging barrels 
waft by. 



“This is where the indus¬ 
try really started,” said Max L. 
Shapira, president of Heaven 
Hill. Its flagship Evan Wil¬ 
liams brand is the second- 
largest selling bourbon in the 
U.S. and the world, behind Jim 
Beam. 

At the downtown distilleiy, 
whiskey makers will craft spe¬ 
cial recipes and produce one 
barrel per day, a drop com¬ 
pared to the company’s dis¬ 
tillery a few miles away that 
churns out some 650 barrels 
daily.

Picture the Urban Outfit¬ 
ters of Paris and you’ve got 
Merci. Shop for quirky sou¬ 
venirs — Eiffel Tower cook¬ 
ie cutter, anyone? — plus 
home furnishings (there’s 
a plethora of kitchen items 
on the top level), clothes, 
bath products, stationery 
and much more. The store 
recently did a collaboration 
with NYC’s Museum of the 
Modern Art, so you know 
the goods are stylin’.

Dalloyau 

The history of this sweets 
shop is almost as rich as 
its chocolates. Charles 
Dalloyau was a baker who 
won the attention of Louis 
XIV during a tasting.

four generations. The store 
is famous for its Opera 
cake: a thin layer cake 
soaked in coffee syrup and 
topped with coffee butter- 
cream, chocolate ganache 
and a dark chocolate coat¬ 
ing (serves six; about $60). 
Avoid the Laduree lines for 
a macaron from these guys 
instead. 

Hotel du Petit Moulin 

This quirky hotel used to 
house the oldest bakery in 
Paris (the exterior retains 
the original signage). Each 
room is designed in a differ¬ 
ent fashion by Christian La¬ 
croix, and the eccentric na¬ 
ture of the building means 
that each room is shaped 
differently. If you can, 
book Room 104 — you’ll 
walk down a flight of zebra- 
covered steps into your 
private dwelling. Rooms 
start at about $336 per 
night. 

Pavilion de la Reine 

It’s easy to walk by this ivy- 
covered hotel — it’s hid¬ 


den in a private courtyard 
behind shops on the Place 
de Vosges. The hotel recent¬ 
ly underwent an overhaul; 
ask for one of the renovated 
rooms, which are loft style 
and overlook the private 
courtyard. Come down 
for eggs, ham, cheese and 
those fabulous French pas¬ 
tries in the morning. Rooms 
start at about $518 per 
night.

Better yet, if a topic is 
sensitive, don’t send an 
email; go and talk directly 
to the person in order to 
avoid a misreading of your 
tone or intent.

Avoid the use of wallpaper 
or colourful fonts that are 
distracting and slow down 
the receiver’s ability to pro¬ 
cess the message. 

When it comes to font 
type and size stick with the 
basic serif fonts, such as 
Times New Roman, or sans- 



serif, such as Arial, in the 
10-to-ll-point range. 

Reread messages before 
sending. This allows you 
to check the tone and con¬ 
tent of the message from 
the reader’s perspective 
and enables you to catch 
mistyped words — such as 
god instead of good — that 
will not be caught by your 
spell checker.

$16,000 winner’s share — see¬ 
ing his youngest son soak it all 
in and being there to experi¬ 
ence it with him is priceless for 
Burris. 

“They (your family) go 
through all the sacrifices, be¬ 
ing in the stands when people 
are getting after you saying 
all types of things about their 
Daddy, this is what it’s all about 
at the end of the day,” Burris 
said after Sunday’s win.

The 1.3 lcW/h lithium-ion batteiy is located 
behind the rear seat, and is cooled by draw¬ 
ing in air from the interior. The pack sends 
electricity to the electric drive motor for 
pure electric drive (EV mode). The pack gets 
charged in two ways: when that drive motor 
goes backwards in “regeneration mode” 
under braking and coasting conditions, 
and by the generator spun by new 2.0-litre 
gasoline engine. 


The Accord doesn’t really have a transmission 
in the conventional sense. The gas engine 
is only connected to the drive wheels when 
electronically engaged to one highway gear.

This 2014 Honda Accord 
Hybrid is not just great for a 
hybrid — it’s a great car. For 
one thing, it is based on the 
new, ninth-generation Ac¬ 
cord, just released to near 
universal acclaim in 2013. So, 
like all Accords, the Hybrid 
offers a stylish, slick-handling 
package, which offers the 
same great interior space, 
and comfort of the previous 
generation, even though it’s 
slightly smaller.

ratings, because EV mode 
only comes on in the city. But 
Accord’s gas engine has been 
designed to run in a fuel-effi¬ 
ciency sweet spot when pow¬ 
ering that one highway gear. 
Net result is a highway fuel 
efficiency rating, 4.0 1/100 
1cm, which is quite close to 
its fantastic city rating of 3.7 
1/100 1cm. The combined rat¬ 
ing is 3.8 1/100 1cm — the best 
among the current crop of 
mid-size hybrids. 

This engine runs on the 
Atkinson combustion cycle, 
which most hybrids adopt be¬ 
cause it allows for smoother 
and faster starting (hybrids 
always ask their gasoline en¬ 
gines to shut down whenever 
they can, so re-starts need to 
be smooth). But the Atkinson 
cycle is not best for ultimate 
power. So Honda created en¬ 
gine camshafts with two sets 
of lobes (Atkinson and regu¬ 
lar). The engine management 
system figures out which to 
use and when. The normal 
Accord is veiy quiet on the 
road. This thing is quiet with 
cheese. 

The Accord Hybrid is ac¬ 
tually equipped with a noise- 
malcing device for EV mode, 
to get pedestrian attention. 
I’m not fond of it, but the 
high-pitch sound recedes 
from your attention easily 
enough when you’re not 100 
per cent paying attention 
to it, and you can manu¬ 
ally turn it off. The hybrid 
handles similarly to the Ac¬ 


cord sedan, which is to say, 
admirably. The added weight 
of the electric-drive hardware 
was compensated with more 
aluminum panels and suspen¬ 
sion bits, and a special rear 
suspension. 

The Accord Hybrid debuts 
a new tweak to “regenera¬ 
tive braking,” by coming on 
immediately after the driver 
takes his or her foot of the 
accelerator. Normal systems 
come on only when the brake 
pedal is activated. This does 


affect the “feel” of the coast¬ 
ing, but it’s for a good cause. 

The other trippy thing is 
how the gasoline engine ef¬ 
fort and sound is not always 
directly correlated to what 
the vehicle is doing on the 
road. But get used to that, 
and the hybrid rewards with 
a smooth and serene driving 
experience. The three driv¬ 
ing modes come and go as 
they please, in a very seam¬ 
less fashion. If you need lots 
of cargo space, make sure 


you can live with the Hybrid’s 
smaller trunk. The only other 
caveat might be price. The Ac¬ 
cord is priced at a slight pre¬ 
mium over the other mid-size 
hybrid competitors. While the 
base model goes for $29,590, 
the $35,690 Touring model 
is where you get navigation 
and the newer convenience 
and safety features. But either 
model is an entiy into one of 
the most advanced hybrid and 
fuel-efficiency technologies 
currently on the market.

While they’ve always been 
common overseas, round¬ 
abouts are rare in Canada, 
but more municipalities are 
starting to use them. 

Also known as traffic 
circles, they keep vehicles 
moving smoothly and help 
eliminate “T-bone” colli¬ 
sions, which can be among 
the deadliest of crashes. 

“They’re forgiving in 
their design, and they’re 
good for the environment,” 
says Cam Woolley, traffic 
and safety specialist for 
CP24. “They’re so different 
from what we’re used to ex¬ 
periencing.” 

Traffic moves counter¬ 
clockwise in the round- 


Follow the rules 


• At a four-way stop, the 
first driver to arrive is the 
first to proceed. If two or 
more drivers stop at the 
same time, the right-of- 
way goes to the vehicle on 
the right. 

• Any time you're turning, 
especially turning right at 
a light or stop sign, never 
move your vehicle until 
you’ve checked both ways 
for pedestrians. 


about, and drivers enter on 
their left side, “the same as 
if you were merging onto 
a highway ramp,” Woolley 
says. Your entrance to the 
circle will be marked with a 
yield sign. 

As you approach, look 
to see where vehicles are 
in the circle, including cars 
that are approaching it 
and will also be entering. 
Although you’ll be primar¬ 
ily looking to your left for 
oncoming traffic, always 


turn your head to the right, 
to make sure there aren’t 
any pedestrians crossing in 
front of you. 

Traffic already in the cir¬ 
cle has the right-of-way, and 
you must stop at the yield 
sign until the lane is clear. 
If there’s no oncoming traf¬ 


fic, and it’s safe to do so, 
you can enter without stop¬ 
ping first. 

“At times, there may be 
three or four cars in the cir¬ 
cle, with others entering,” 
Woolley says. “Some people 
think that only one person 
is allowed inside (at a time) 


and they’ll wait for that car 
to leave, but it’s not the 
same as a four-way stop.” 

Once you’re in the circle, 
continue driving counter¬ 
clockwise (to your left) until 
you reach your exit. On lar¬ 
ger roundabouts, there will 
be a sign as you approach

that indicates the streets on 
the circle, so you’ll know in 
advance which exit is yours. 
You’re required by law to 
use your turn signal when 
you enter and before you 
exit — turn it on as soon as 
you pass the last exit before 
yours — to let other drivers 
know your intention. 

Unless you’re braking to 
avoid a collision, never stop 
when you’re in the round¬ 
about. If you miss your exit, 
just continue around the 
circle until you come to it 
again. “You can stay in the 
circle as long as you want, 
but you can’t reverse,” 
Woolley says. “They’re 
basically a one-way street in 
a circle.”

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Beautiful oxymoron that is the big Mini 


Latest model. From 
tiny, ground-breaking 
beginnings the lovable 
small car has grown 
overtime but it still 
has people transfixed 



The new-generation Mini just 
introduced this week at its 
production facility in Oxford, 
England, is the biggest Mini 
ever. 

Yes, this is the era of the 
big Mini, and yes, it sounds 
oxymoron-ish, but what are 
you going to do? People like 
the Mini, they just don’t want 
them actually “mini” any¬ 
more. 

The design challenge for 
the original Mini was to make 
the smallest possible car that 
would still accommodate four 
adults and luggage. Designer 
Alex Issigonis struck upon 
the idea of using veiy small 
10-inch wheels, all independ¬ 
ent suspension, a transverse 
mounted engine driving the 


front wheels, and a gearbox 
and final drive built into the 
sump of the engine. So com¬ 
pact; so clever! 

When it came to fruition, 
way back in 1959, it basically 
changed the course of auto¬ 
mobile design. It was cheap, 
practical, roomy for its size, 
fuel efficient, could turn cor¬ 
ners with the best of them, 
fun to drive, and looked dis¬ 
tinctive and cool. 

Over 5.2 million examples 
and variants, under various 
company names and name¬ 
plates, were eventually built 
and bought. When the last 
centuiy came to an end, the 
Ford Model T was named 
“car of the century,” but Mini 
was not far off the Model T’s 
rear bumper, and was named 
second most important car of 
the last 100 years. The tem¬ 
plate of a transverse-mounted 
engine and front-wheel drive 
is still the most predominant 
way to build a passenger car. 

Mini’s modern re-boot 
began in 2001, when the first 
Mini built under BMW owner¬ 
ship and stewardship hit the 
market. And you have to ad¬ 
mire the way BMW has guid¬ 
ed the icon forward. 

The Mini unveiled this 
week is the “third” Mini by 
BMW and it closely follows

the formula of the previous re¬ 
design: Modernize and make 
it slightly bigger, but not so 
much anyone would notice by 
looking at in isolation. Leave 
the styling and iconic shape 
pretty much alone, because, 
well, eveiyone is good with 
it, and there’s a chance you 
could screw things up. 

This new Mini, on sale 
first in Europe and by spring 
here, is the first vehicle util¬ 


izing BMW’s new front-wheel 
drive platform (called UKL), 
which is also destined for the 
next BMW 1 Series. The big¬ 
gest difference over the previ¬ 
ous platform is the increased 
wheelbase (now 2,495 mm) 
and lighter weight through 
more use of high-strength 
steel. 

Those two items alone 
should make Mini a better 
performer, but BMW prom¬ 


ises lots of other goodies, in¬ 
cluding three new twin-turbo¬ 
charged engines: the 136-hp 
1.5-litre “three cylinder”; the 
192-hp 2.0-litre “four cylin¬ 
der”; and a 116-hp 1.5-litre 
“three-cylinder” diesel (no 
word on that diesel coming 
here). 

Interesting new technolo¬ 
gies include optional LED 
headlights, a permanently 
installed SIM card, electric 


steering, head-up display, 
camera-based cruise control 
and automatic braking if a 
collision is imminent. 

This Mini is only about 
half a metre longer than the 
original one, but lots taller 
and wider. Apparently cargo 
capacity with the rear seats 
down is now more than 1,000 
litres. Sounds like hot-tub ter¬ 
ritory to me, and for a Mini, a 
little big.

I patiently waited for the 
green arrow before execut¬ 
ing a right turn at a busy 
intersection.

X3 sport utility edged in be¬ 
hind me? 

A cursory check in the 
rear view mirror revealed a 
spectacle behind the wheel 
of the BMW as a Sharon 
Stone look-alike engaged 
in full rant. Hands flying 
about the cabin accompan¬ 


ied by rapid-fire jaw flap 
looked like it might have 
had something to do with 
me checking the radio dial 
just as the green arrow did 
its thing. 

The mortified tweenie 
beside her stared straight 
ahead, obviously realizing 
she tipped good old mom’s 
mood by dragging her feet 
and making them late in 
the first place. 

And now she blows up 
over this nice man who was 
asleep at the switch for two 
seconds. 

Over the long haul, ex¬ 
perts believe, road stress 
can drive down moods and 
job performance while pos¬ 
ing a serious threat to those 
who battle it every day. 

Of the more than 500,000 
accident reports over the 
past decade in the United 
States alone, aggressive- 
driving accounts for about 
one of every five crashes 
with injuries, killing an 
average of 1,500 people 
each year. 


Stress counsellor Lou¬ 
ise Jacob is constantly 
reforming her own driv¬ 
ing habits when she feels 
pent-up anger over being 
tailgated, stuck in traffic or 
cut off by another driver. 
Sometimes, though, she 
just tries to get the licence 
plate number of the offen¬ 
sive driver. 

“I just think that way, 
maybe they could be talked 
to about what they did,” 
she explains. “Sometimes, 
people don’t even realize 
how dangerous they are on 
the road.” 

I call them cranky driv¬ 
ers. By contrast, I am not a 
cranky driver. Ask anyone 
who has ever driven with 
me, even the co-pilots who 
have been locked up with 
me for days on end trying 
to beat down old around- 
the-world driving records. 

I’ve always been in awe 
of road systems, the ma¬ 
chinery that moves them 
along with roadside life and 
the fellowship inherent to 
getting around in a motor 


vehicle. 

My father, who taught 
me to drive, also taught 
me to respect other drivers 
and, aside from Dad’s odd 
mutter about someone be¬ 
ing a bonehead, life in the 
Sowerby sedans was one of 
relaxation, observation and 
family fun. 

There were always road 
games and non-stop chat¬ 
ter about cars and trucks, 
boats, trains and planes and 
the people moving around 
in them. Even the odd bone- 
head. 

After decades of mo¬ 
toring around the entire
